SHOW DEFICITS FOR YEAR 


Utilities Dependent Upon Power 
House Forced to Return Small 
Deficits Owing to High Cost 
Power House Operation. 


OPERATING EXPENSES AT THE 
POWER HOUSE DOUBLE LAST YEAR

For several weeks past the depart- 
ment of City Auditor Richardson has 
been busy day and night in prepar- 
ing the annual financial report of the 
city for the twelve months ending the 
Slat of October last. It was ready by 
three o'clock today for submission 
at the adjourned meeting of the city 
council which convened at that hour. 

The report is very gratifying in that 
it shows a surplus of $29,844 in the 
General Fund, the total expenditure 
in which was $443,682 compared witn 
an estimated expenditure of $427,536. 

In the four departments of civic 
utilities the showing is not 60 good, 
the three dependant on the yer 
house, viz: the street railway, the 
electric light and pawer, and = the 
waterworks showing defiicts. In the 
telephone department alone there is 
a surplus. : 

High Cost of Operation, 

The deficits are explainable to some 
extent at least, by the conditions «t 
the power house during the past year. 
The figures given below éhow «iit 
the operating expenses at the power 
house for 1908 were about $72,000 
while for 1909 they were $143,730. The 
question arises as to whether the dis- 
parity of over $70,000 is not due 1 
some extent at least, to the cost f 
operation at the power house being 
too at. 7 

Tins entire question is to be investi- 
gated. at the beginning of the year by 
an werent | expert to be securad 
by th city. e will go into all the 
phibses of the power house operation 
and ascertain whether the production 
of power ie being secured at too high 
a cost. If — is the case a remedy 
vi secured. 
wiTho difierense ot $71,730 between 
this year’s and last year’s operation 
would more than wife out all the de- 
ficite on the civic utilities.

Dec. 1—Canada’s 
revenue is heading for the 
hundred million mark this 
year, It is practically certain 
that the high «ater mark of 
two years ago of ninety-six 
millions will be passed. "Jur- 
ing the first eight months 1 
the fiscal year the customs 
revenue wpwtalled $39,110,567, 
which is am increase of $8,141,- 
323. During the month of 
November collections totalled 
$5,092,761, being an increase of 
$1,408,708. Canada’s tota? rev- 
enue Jast year fiom customs 
and from all other sources was 
eighty-five and a half millions. 
At the present rate of increase 
in the customs revenue that 
item alone will almost span 
the difference between last 
year’s figures and the nundred 
million mark, and nearly all 
the other sources of revenue 
are also showing increase,

‘Alderman Manéon, the only candi- 
date in the field for Mayor ot Ed- 
monton in 1910, today issues the plat- 
form upon which he will seek the 
suffrages of the electors, He points 
out that having served for four years 
as alderman, his experience is such 
that it should entitle him to the con- 
fidence of the electors, 

In stating his views on a number 
of questions which will come before 
the administration Alderman Manson 
outlines his opinions at some length. 

He is in favor of a gravity water 
system, if secured on advantageous 
water rates, but Only on condition 
that water be distributed through the 
city mains. 

The street railway should not be 
used to exploit vacant property, but 
should follow the business, and ex- 
tensions be made only when business 
warrants. 

He is in favor of keeping civic 
expenditure on pavements and other 
non-revenue bearing improvements 
within due bounds. This emphasizes 
on account of the expenditures neces- 
sary on the new exhibition grounds 
and the high tax rate 

He is in favor of making arrange- 
ments if possible to have the pent. 
tentiary removed further out in the 
city, as the present property is very 
desirable for a residential section, 

Dealing with the power house be 
points out that the committee of 
which he is chairman has secared 2n 
expert to go thoroughly into the sit- 
uation and secure the best possible 
advice, ne 

Speaking of the Commissioners he 
expresses the opinion that they should 
be selected for their business ability, 
rather than for technical training 
along scientific lines.

Vancouver, Dec. 1—The train ser- 
vice on the C. P. X. is being 
tablished today, and the titst train 
to reach Vancouver since lpst Sat- 
urday arrived at 7.30 o'clock tp.peht. 
It was closely followed Sy two ctheas 
of the stalled westbound jifans and 
before midnight hundreds of people 
and a great mass of delayed mail and 
express matter will arrive in the city. 

The main line of the C. P. R. waa 
clear at 1 o’elock this afternoon and 
the stalled trains were promptly start- 
ed for the coast. This morning three 
passenger trains, two of them regular 
trains, and the third a Chinese spec- 
ial, left Vancouver for the east. 

Yesterday afternoon a mudslide, 
about 8 feet long, buried the railway 
tracks in the vicinity of Hammond 
This obstruction was cleared away 
at noon today and one hour later the 
breaw in the line near Lytton had 
been repaired, 

The traing which will reach Van- 
couver tonight from the east are 
‘those which have been stalled at Kan- 
anaka just east of North Bend, 

The Great Northerm line between 
Vancouver and Seattle is ‘still out of 
business aand it is not expected that 
through .connection will be re-estab- 
lished for two or three days. Five 
miles of telegraph wire was washed 
out,

Considerable discussion has arieen 
on the market square over the decis- 
ion of the Edmonton city council to 
prohit the cutting of meat on the 
market for sale to residents of the 
city. 

“If the city wants to ruin 
it is going the right way about 
said one farmer. “If we are not 
be allowed to cut up a quarter of meat 
on the market square we'll stay away 
altogether, and the consumer can yo 
to the retail butcher and pay through 
the nose for his meat.” 

“IT don't see how we are going to 
make any money this winter.”’ said 
another farmer, “if we are to be re- 
stricted in this way. The cattle buy- 
ers wont pay us more than 2 and 3 
cents per Ib. for our steers and we 
can't afford to sell them at that. By 
killing them ourselves and retailing 
the meat we manage to have a little 
revenue,”

A third farmér was definant, and 
said; “Council or no council, I am 
going to cut up meat on the market 
squere or three will be trouble.” 

The best argument that the consum- 
er could put forward on the question 
was for one to step forward and by a 
good sized chunk of pork. 

“T am getting this for 11 cents per 
lb..”” said he, “and I know that i 
eould not touch it in any retail meat 
shop at less than 17 cents per 1b.”’ 

Not Yet Law. 

For the benefit of farmers and 
others interested it may be pointed 
out that so far nothing has been done 
by the council, other than give aseent 
to a recommendation to amend the 
health by-law brought before them by 
the assessment committee. The by- 
law will have to come before the coun- 
cil in its amended form when it will 
be debated and either passed or re- 
jected. Meanwhile present conditions 
on the market will remain unchanged 

It is understood that licenses to cut 
and sell meat are held by several 
farmers and that these will not ex- 
pire before the close of the year. 
Such being the case it is reasonable 
to suppose Aut the by-law will not 
be amended nor go into force until 
the month of January, if at all

W. McLEA WALBANK DEAD. 


Founder of Montreal Power Corpora- 
tion Dies Suddenly. 


Montréal, Nov, 28—One of — the 
most prominent engineers of Eastern 


Canada died today in the person of
